unless they are withdrawn Russia may 
be compelled to act on the assumption 
that China is abandoning her neutrali­ 
ty in favor of Japan. 
The m inister 
is also reported to have renewed his 
threat that on the slightest movement 
on China’s part Russian troops will 
m arch on Pekin. 
It is understood in 
reply to this, the correspondent adds, 
China refused to recall her troops. 
A New Chwang correspondent, cab­ 
ling under yesterday’s date, asserts 
that there are no Japanese north of 
the Yalu river and that not any of 
their 
scouts have been seen there 
since the beginning of March.

says, the Russians are reported to 
have crossed the Yalu to the south, 
leaving a small force to guard the 
river.

“Despite the various bom­ 
bardments at Port Arthur the external 
aspect of the city r* mains unchanged 
although the enemy fired an enormous 
number of pr:*ject:les 
The mat me 
monsters in ihe bar. r look like enor­ 
mous black huHs and the battleships 
and cruisers bear the marks of the 
fighting. 
The Flack clouds of smoke 
from their stacks overhang the town. 
The cruiser Pailatia stands almost 
ready in the dock. 
“Near the entrance of the harbor 
can be seen the charred w recks of the 
Japanese fires hips 
Aboard one of 
the farthest out was found the body 
of a Japanese officer who had shot 
him self 
Beside him lav a chart show­ 
ing the course of the fireships and the 
spot where they sank. 
“Six hours of firing by the heaviest 
guns during the last bombardment 
did not demolish a single building but 
coRt a few lives. 
The husband and 
child of Baroness Frank, who was de­ 
capitated by fragm ents of shell flying 
in 
through 
the 
window, 
were 
un­ 
harmed. 
“The enemy in endeavoring to stand 
as far as possible outside the range 
of the Russian batteries, rendered 
their own ineffective. 
The people are 
getting used to the bom bardm ents 
and the Japanese squadron cruising 
In the offing causes little alarm. 
Oc­ 
cupations are resum ing their wonted 
course and many stores have been 
reopened. 
“Not a few women heroically refuse 
to leave Fort Arthur, regardless of 
the tragic death of Baroness Frank. 
During the height of the cannonading, 
one woman, armed with dressings for 
wounds, wandere I tne streets ready 
to afford aid to the wounded.

branch of the

bank is doing business, and many 
wives of the officers and soldiers are 
returning as s sters of mercy.

Sully, the cotton operator, who has 
for fifteen months been the biggest 
figure in the cotton markets of the 
world, and who has “ bulled” cotton 
from 7 cents a pound to over 17 cents 
announced hi» inability to make good 
engagements on the New York cotton 
exchange yesterday. 
Within a few 
moments cotton fell nearly $13 a 1 ale 
from the highest figure of the day. 
Scenes such as followed the an­ 
nouncement of th*' failure it has been 
the privilege of few brokers to wit­ 
ness before. 
T r a k r s in the street 
have w itnessed stock panics in pre­ 
vious years; corners have been brok­ 


ets hastened to the scene or the panic. 
Crowds assailed the entrance to the 
visitors gallery but a double guard 
was placed at the doors and adm it­ 
tance was refused to all but those ac­ 
companied by members. 
It was estim ated th it som ething 
like 750,000 bales of cotton srere trad­ 
ed in during the tw enty m inutes of 
the panic that followed the announce­ 
ment. and that of thic upwards of 
500,000 bales represented “forced liq­ 
uidation,” or the selling out of men 
whose margins have beer nearly or 
quite 
wiped 
out. 
As 
the 
m arket 
slumped 250 points during this period 
the 
loss 
falling 
on 
this 
element 
amounted to som ething over a million 
dollars. 
The m arket steadied after about 
twenty m inutes and there was a sud­ 
den upward shoot of about an even 
hundred points. 
This sharp upward 
ris*» was brought about by the buying 
of brokers and speculators who saw 
that the maiket had slumped too far 
and would react ju st as It did.

part of the excitem ent on the floor of 
the 
exchange 
was 
caused 
by 
the 
scramble of brokers who wanted Just 
such bargains and had to fight to get 
in the ring to get them. 
The buying 
rush was alm ost as exciting and Just 
as noisy, if not more so, as the panic. 
Upon the announcement of the fail­ 
ure Mr. Sully shut himself in his pri­ 
vate office and would not be seen. 
Shortly after, however, Edwin Hadley, 
Jr., one of the members of the firm, 
was quoted as saying that the firm 
would pay its debts in full and the 
suspension was due to the im possibil­ 
ity of m eeting demands for largo 
sums of money due the Sully firm 
from 
European 
sources, sums that 
the quick slump in the m arket made 
payable too quickly for them to be 
able to ra^et
